House Armed Services Committee will exercise 

its jurisdiction over "intelligence related activities" 

to the fullest extent possible. The Committee feels 

it has primary oversight responsibility of IRA to 

assure that the military services are given full 

intelligence support. IRA cannot be simply defined 

as "tactical intelligence" since it runs throughout 

the Defense establishment. For example, practically 

every weapons system requires an intelligence input 
«for targetting. Based on the experience in the last 

Congress, the Committee will early on press 

both the Services and the Community for a clear 

definition of IRA. The Committee will request 

a full and complete presentation of all aspects 

of intelligence activities in the Defense budget. 


The issue will come to a head when the Defense 
budget is considered. 


Chairman Price and most of the Committee support 
a strong Committee position on the IRA issue.
